CRASH FEARS 

Nescot’s site plans under fire again after student hit by car

A horrific accident involving a 
student outside Nescot college has 
added fuel to the debate over the 
college’s controversial develop¬ 
ment plans. 

The unnamed teenager was hit 
by a car in Reigate Road, Ewell, 
near the college just before 
12.40pm last Thursday. 

He was taken to St George’s 
Hospital in Tooting with head 
injuries. Many feared the worst, 
but by Friday he was in a stable 
condition and the following day he 
was discharged from hospital. 

The college referred fellow 
students who helped at the scene 
and an on-site nurse for coun¬ 
selling and reinforced road safety 
messages to students. 

Immediately after the accident 
college principal Sunaina Mann 
issued a statement saying the col¬ 
lege has tried, but failed, to per¬ 
suade Surrey County Council to 
provide an additional controlled 
crossing on the road. 

Nescot, in partnership with the 
Goodman Group, has submitted 
planning applications to develop 
91 homes and a retirement village 
on part of its site. 

Ms Mann said: “Plans for the 
redevelopment of the college 
include a mini-roundabout and a 
pedestrian crossing, which we 
believe will make the area safer 
for our students and all other 
pedestrians.” 

But opponents of the develop¬ 
ment, who fear it will only add to 
traffic problems in the area, 
believe the accident strengthens 



their case. 

Helen Gillespi said: “Perhaps 
this will be a lesson to the college. 
If they sell the land off for that 
amount of housing, the traffic is 
only going to get worse. 

“It’s a blind hump in the road 
and they have already been 
warned about it. They are still 
insisting on having an entrance 
there.” 


In a letter to residents, the 
chairmen of four local residents’ 
associations highlighted their 
worries about traffic, particularly 
on Reigate Road and Ewell bypass 
and the parking in surrounding 
streets. 

The letter said: “The major con¬ 
cern is traffic in what is clearly 
already a congested area. The 
applications do not make the final 


expectation of traffic flow clear. 

“We will be writing to Epsom 
and Ewell Borough Council mak¬ 
ing this point and putting strong 
arguments.” 

It emerged this week that council 
chief executive Frances Rutter 
stood down as a college governor 
in December to prevent any 
conflict of interest during the 
planning process.

Pool refuses 
to drain out 

One month after part of 
Ewell Village flooded, 
a huge pool, pic¬ 
tured, remains in 
the High Street 
outside Bourne 
Hall Park. 

Locals suspect a 
blocked drain is 
preventing the 
water flowing away, 
but an Epsom Council 
spokesman had earlier 
confirmed: “All outlets chan¬ 
nels and areas prone to block¬ 
age have been checked in the 
last couple of days and are all 
free flowing and clear.” 

He said the water table level 
is extremely high due to un¬ 
precedented rain, which had 
caused the overflowing of the 
lake fed by an underground 
spring. 

He said: “The high water 
table has also led to the flood¬ 
ing of several basements in 
the area. Some of these are 
being pumped out into the 
street, adding to the surface 
water. The overflow pipe next 
to the mill has been opened to 
allow more water away.” 

The council spokesman said 
there were discussions last 
year about designing a new 
weir that could be altered to 
allow larger amounts of water 
out of the lake. 

But he said: “At the mo¬ 
ment, the water level is higher 
than the weir and surround¬ 
ing banks and walls and is 
flowing into the Horse pond - 
therefore removing the weir 
at this time in time would 
have no effect.” 

A Surrey County Council 
spokeswoman said: “The 
water normally drains off to 
the spring, but because it is so 
high it cannot do that. 

“The drains get full of water 
so it cannot go there either. It 
is not deep. It is something 
that happens once in a 100 
years. That is what we are 
having at the moment. If the 
flooding is still there we can¬ 
not investigate it.”

Homes hit by 
influx of rats 

Rats, driven from their 
'"''^burrows by weeks of 
1 ^rain, have been in- 
— vading homes in 

flood-hit areas. 

A pest control company, 
based in Leatherhead, said 
calls about rats found in hous¬ 
es had more than doubled 
over the past three weeks. 

Pest controller John McFar- 
lane, of 6Boroughs Pest Con¬ 
trol, said about half the 
call-outs had been to address¬ 
es in Leatherhead and 
Ashtead. 

Mr McFarlane said: “There 
has been an increase. 

“We have had quite a few 
calls about rats going in to 
homes. 

“The rats are obviously 
looking for shelter and a dry, 
warm environment if they are 
flooded out of where they usu¬ 
ally are. 

“Most rats live around hous¬ 
es and live in garden areas. 

“If there is an opening to a 
house then they will get in to 
make a nest and shelter from 
the rest of the weather.” 

He said the company has re¬ 
ceived about 15 calls in the 
past three weeks, up from the 
usual one or two a week. 

The company covers Mole 
Valley, Epsom and Ewell, 
Reigate and Banstead, Sutton, 
Elmbridge and Kingston. 

Mr McFarlane said: “What 
people should be looking out 
for are noises of scuttering or 
scurrying, rat droppings and 
signs of chewing. 

“They should get it dealt 
with straightaway.” 

Another company, Basis 
Prompt Pest Controllers, has 
warned further flooding could 
result in a “deluge of rats”. 

Managing director Rob 
Simpson said: “Infestations of 
rats often increase during 
very wet weather as flooding 
will flush them out and force 
them to find new homes. 
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Airgun pellets lodged in 
mum’s neck after robbery

A distressed mother still has 
airgun pellets embedded in 
her neck and can not eat solid 
food after being shot by a 
robber at a convenience store 
last week. 

The offender repeatedly 
fired the pistol while robbing 
Vetry’s in East Street, 
Epsom, on Thursday at about 
8.45pm. 

Speaking on Monday Raj, 
who was at their home above 
the store at the time of the 
robbery, said his wife Jenny, 
33, called upstairs for help 
immediately after the ordeal. 

He said: “The gunman 
threw down a bag to tell her to 
put money inside. 

“She said, ‘OK, I will put 
money in’. But in the mean¬ 
time he pushed the till area so 
it all fell down and he started 
to shoot.” 

He said the robber, who was 
masked and wore a long black 
jacket and gloves, fired about 
seven or eight times. 

He said: “She got two pellets 
in her neck. It was swelling. 
She was very shaken and 
upset. 

“They took her to hospital 
straight away and she was 
discharged on Friday evening, 


but the pellets are still inside. 

“She’s got terrible pain. She 
can’t drink or eat at the mo¬ 
ment. She wakes up at night.” 

On the night of the robbery, 
police managed to find the 
discarded till drawer nearby. 

Raj said the till drawer had 
not been forced open and the 
money remained inside, but 
he added: “I don’t care about 


the money at the moment.” 

He said his neighbours and 
customers had come to offer 
support. 

He said: “I’m thankful to 
them. They are very helpful. 

“It’s a good place. I have 
been living here for seven or 
eight years and nothing has 
ever happened before. I’m so 
upset because I have got two 


kids who are very young.” 

Sid Parr, who owns Epsom 
Lodge B&B across the street, 
said he felt very sorry for the 
“nice” young family. 

He said: “Although it’s an 
airgun, it’s still an armed 
robbery. If it had hit her eye 
it could have gone straight 
through to her brain.” 

Detective Inspector Paul 
Gordon, said: “This was a ter¬ 
rifying ordeal for the victims. 

“I urge anyone who has in¬ 
formation on this incident to 
contact officers as a matter of 
urgency. Anything you dis¬ 
close will be treated in the 
strictest of confidence. 

“This incident is likely to 
frighten other shop owners 
and businesses in the area 
and I would urge those con¬ 
cerned about safety and secu¬ 
rity in their stores to visit the 
Surrey Police website for 
advice or contact your local 
safer neighbourhoods team.”

Second blaze at public school 


Fire broke out at a historic school on 
Monday for the second time in 
weeks. 

Four appliances were called to 
City of London Freemen’s School, in 
Ashtead Park, Ashtead, at 2.30pm to 
fight the blaze in the roof of the 
school’s Old Freemen’s Club house. 

On the evening of Friday, 
January 3, a huge fire broke out at 
the school’s swimming pool during 
heavy rain.

An investigation into the cause of 
last month’s fire is ongoing and its 
cause is as yet unknown.

“A small fire broke out on the flat 
roof of the Old Freemen’s Club¬ 


house (OFA) on Monday afternoon. 

“Repairs to the clubhouse roof 
were being carried out by contrac¬ 
tors appointed by the OFA when the 
fire broke out. 

“Surrey Fire Service attended the 
fire which was extinguished very 
quickly. 

“Fortunately, the damage to the 
building’s structure was minimal 
and a temporary repair to the roof 
has been put in place. 

“There was no one in the building 
when the fire started and no one 
was injured as a result of the fire. 

Headteacher Philip MacDonald 
said: “I am full of admiration for 
the prompt and effective response 
from Surrey fire services, which en¬ 
sured this fire was put out very 
quickly.”

Man used dead mum’s permit 


A 57-year-old bus driver who 
parked his car using his dead 
mother’s disabled parking 
permit has been fined £150. 

Peter Ball, of Horton Lane, 
Epsom, had used his late 
mother’s blue badge permit to 
park his car in Bushey Road, 
Sutton, after being unable to 
find any spaces near Sutton 
Bus Garage on September 18 
as he arrived for work. 

Mr Ball told the court he 
realised this was a “moment 
of madness” and that he was 
sorry and ashamed. 

In passing sentence, the

“I would also suggest that, 
unless Mr Jeremy Wade (star 
of TV show River Monsters 
who also criticised the ban) is 
a local resident, he should 
butt out of an argument he 
knows nothing about.” 
Another said: “Fish cause 
harm to the indigenous popu¬ 
lation of the pond, including 
disrupting the great crested 
newts breed¬ 
ing progra¬ 
mme, 


because they consume their 
eggs and young. Fish also eat 
the insects on which our 
frogs, newts and other species 
depend on for food.” 

But T Corbett, 55, hit back 
in an email to the paper point¬ 
ing out that Steve Gardner, 
the captain of the England 
fishing team, also started his 
life-long passion for the sport 
at Burgh Heath pond. 

He blamed “snobby” locals 
in recently built homes for 
getting possessive about a 
pond that has been fished by 
generations. 

Mr Corbett said he fished 
there as a youngster and even 
used to release goldfish into 
it. He said: “It is a natural 
water so stand in the water 
and fish and there is nothing 
they can do. 

“Why not let a local angling 


club control it? 

“Thousands of kids enjoyed 
Burgh Heath pond. 

“Then houses were built 
and snobbery comes back. 

“Demolish the houses and 
carry on fishing - a sport that 
has more anglers that go fish¬ 
ing than football fans on a 
Saturday.”

Epsom Council has done a u- 
turn on publishing a list of po¬ 
tential new traveler and gypsy 
sites following a public outcry 
when several possible loca¬ 
tions were leaked last week. 

The council had promised to 
publish the list on its website 
on Monday, along with a draft 
consultation paper on the 
issue, prior to it coming before 
the council’s planning policy 
committee on February 19. 

But, last Friday, it issued a 
statement that said “more 
work” needs to be done on 
evaluating potential sites for 
more permanent gypsy and 
traveller pitches in the bor¬ 
ough and that the issue would 
not now be considered on 
February 19. 

Dozens of worried residents 
contacted this newspaper and 
left comments on our website 
after Court ward Councillor 
Sheila Carlson revealed that 
areas of scrubland near the

smart new Manor Park hous¬ 
ing development and a por¬ 
tion of Hook Road Arena were 
on the shortlist, and warned 
they were likely to prove 
hugely controversial. 

At the time, a council 
spokesman insisted that 
“there is nothing to be con¬ 
cerned about” as the planning 
process was at an early stage, 
it was a Government require¬ 
ment and there would be full 
public consultation. 

But, on Friday, a council 
spokesman said: “The rele¬ 
vant council officers, in con¬ 
sultation with the chairman 
of the planning policy com¬ 
mittee, have stated that more 
work needs to be done in 
terms of evaluating the vari¬ 
ous options and the required 
information will not be ready 
for the planning policy 


committee at this stage.” 

The move was welcomed by 
Coun Carlson who said: 
“What it shows is they haven’t 
particularly done a very thor¬ 
ough investigation before it 
was going to go ahead. 

“In particular, there are 
councillors who were very 
upset that the first time they 
heard anything was when 
they read it in the paper. 

“They were talking to the 
people whose wards those 
proposed sites sat in and that 
doesn’t mean those are the 
only people who would be 
affected. 

“The fact that it has been 
held off is indicative that they 
haven’t done the consultation 
among councillors. Maybe 
they could do a briefing to all 
of the councillors.” 

Timothy Nathan, chairman 
of Stamford Ward Residents’ 
Association, said the associa¬ 
tion “requested that this item 


be taken off the agenda for 
the next meeting as we want¬ 
ed more time to consult 
residents”. 

He also said: “We are 
pleased this has been done 
and it is not going to be 
rushed through. However, we 
still want to hear from resi¬ 
dents in the ward because the 
issue is not going to go away.” 

A council spokesman said: 
“Any possible sites that are 
identified will be subject to 
full and transparent public 
consultation. 

“The council takes public 
consultation seriously and its 
committees take full account 
of comments raised by local 
communities during public 
consultation. 

“The council wishes to make 
it quite clear that no sites have 
been selected at this time, that 
it is going through a process 
required by law, and no deci¬ 
sions have been made.” 


Unhappy residents have their say 


□ Christine Masters said: “I understand 
that the gypsy/travellers have a need for a 
permanent home, but what about the fami¬ 
lies in Epsom and Ewell waiting years on 
the housing register for a home? More land 
needs to be available for housing develop¬ 
ment. Epsom and Ewell have a chronic 
shortage of homes for families working and 
sending their children to school in the area 
- surely they come first?” 

□ Nina Hollingsworth said: “This area has 
been plagued by problems with gypsies for 
many years. We find it impossible to 


believe that this is even being considered 
by the council.” 

□ Louise McCoy said: “This is a green- 
belt area and I feel the grounds would not 
be looked after - it will be destroyed. I am 
also aware of the other two sites in the 
borough and of the trouble they bring, and 
I do not wish to have this on my 
doorstep.” 

□ Richard Baker said: “To put it plainly, it 
is in the council’s interest to respect our 
wishes and not build this third traveller 
site in the borough.”

NescotCollege 
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Rebuild to start at historic house sl

A company is to be appointed this 
week to restore the fire-ravaged 
Ewell Court House to its former 
glory after a temporary roof was 
erected last week. 

The historic, Grade-II listed build¬ 
ing, in Ewell Court Avenue, suffered 
massive damage when a blaze ripped 
through its roof in the early hours of 
December 10. 

Although the library, Bambini chil¬ 
dren’s nursery and tea rooms, based 
inside the house, are now function¬ 
ing as usual, a proper restoration 
programme for the building has not 
yet begun and ceilings have had to be 
propped-up to prevent them collaps¬ 
ing. A company to oversee the pro¬ 
ject is due to be selected this week. 

Councillor Eber Kington, who rep¬ 
resents Ewell Court, said that out of 
the 40 companies that were potential¬ 
ly interested in managing the 
restoration work, four have been 
shortlisted and will be interviewed 
this week. 

He said: “They have taken away 
panelling, beams and doors to be 
stored and dry them in a controlled 
temperature. The company that is 
doing this will advise the council on 
their restoration and repairs. 

“The stairs and banisters have not 
been taken out as the professionals 
have said they would be too difficult 
to reinstate. They will be dried on 
site. 

“The internal electrics - the 
lighting and heating - have now been 
reinstated. The ceilings in the down¬

stairs main room, the social suite and 
ante room are being propped up as 
there is a danger they could collapse. 

“The appointment of project man¬ 
agers is going to be made this week. 
Four companies will be interviewed 
for that process.” 

Asked about claims that the delay 
in putting on a temporary roof has 
led to further water damage from 
weeks of heavy rain, Coun Kington 


said he did not think it had made the 
situation worse as much of the house 
was saturated by firefighters when 
they extinguished the blaze. 

He said: “There was never any 
thinking that the roof should not go 
up there, but not having it there for a 
period was not going to make the sit¬ 
uation any worse because of the 
fire brigade’s legitimate actions in 
soaking the building to put out 


the fire.” 

Don Scott, chairman of the Ewell 
Court House Organisation, said: 
“The progress has been expectedly 
slow. They have done a good job of 
putting the temporary roof on, it 
seems like quite a substantial struc¬ 
ture. Now the building is being left to 
dry out. 

“The council is doing the best it can 
with a difficult situation.” 


The likely cause of a huge blaze 
that ravaged a historic building in 
December has been identified by 
fire investigators. 

A report into the fire at the his¬ 
toric, Grade-II listed building, in 
Ewell Court House in Ewell Court 
Avenue, Ewell, points the finger at 
a low-powered frost inhibitor in 
the roof. 

The six foot long tube, common¬ 
ly used in greenhouses and other 
buildings, was above insulation in 
the roof space and investigators 
believe it set fire to combustible 
material that was placed too close 
to it. 

The report has yet to be made 
public, but an Epsom Council 
spokesman said: “The council is 
aware of the comments of the offi¬ 
cial incident report from Surrey 
Fire and Rescue that the fire was 
caused as a result of combustible 
materials being too close to a heat 
source. The council and its insur¬ 
ers continue to undertake investi¬ 
gations into the cause of the fire 
and at present cannot comment in 
any detail on the incident report. 

“The council and its insurers will 
consider what action, if any, is 
taken as a result of the fire when 
those investigations are 
complete.” 

The council spokesman said the 
house was fully insured and the 
cost of the repairs will be covered 
by the insurance money. The 
council is still waiting for a report 
from insurance investigators de¬ 
tailing the full cost of the repairs.

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Prison officer behind 
bars after sex videos

A prison officer who had an inti¬ 
mate relationship with a jailed di¬ 
amond robber and sent him 
videos of herself performing a 
solo sex act has been jailed for 
eight months. 

Abbie Levens, 32, has admitted 
having an improper relationship 
with criminal Sherome Blair 
while she was working at High 
Down Prison, Banstead, and he 
was serving a sentence there in 
2011, but denied it was sexual. 

But, following a trial of issue at 
Guildford Crown Court ahead of 
her sentencing last Thursday, 
Judge Peter Moss said the nature 
of their relationship undermined 
the judicial system. 

Judge Moss criticised Levens, of 
Adastra Way, Wallington, for 
knowing Blair had mobile phones 
in prison and not only not report¬ 
ing it to her fellow officers, but in¬ 
dulging in the exchange of sexual 
messages. 

He said he could not be sure they 
did have any physical sexual rela¬ 
tionship, but said the nature of 
their correspondence meant it 
would have been “beyond the en¬ 
durance of human nature to resist 
a stolen kiss or cuddle” if they had 
the chance. 

He jailed her for eight months 
and said: “You accept that you did 
have contact with him, by mobile 
phone and in writing, including 
sending him obscene, sexually ex¬ 
plicit material - in particular, a 
video of you masturbating. 

“You can’t deny and don’t deny 
that you failed to report the fact 


that he had mobile phones. 

“You embarked on a wholly and 
utterly inappropriate relationship 
given your position in the prison 
service. He was suspected of in¬ 
volvement with very serious 
crime. For such an individual to 
access a phone undermines the 
prison system.” 

Levens cried and mouthed “bye 
mum” to her mother in the public 
gallery as she was led to the cells. 

Levens met Blair when she was 
a guard at High Down prison in 
2011. Blair had been released on li¬ 
cense after serving part of a sen¬ 
tence for a diamond robbery, but 
had been recalled after being ar¬ 
rested on suspicion of kidnapping. 

Their relationship started with a 
single letter passed from Blair to 
Levens, but quickly escalated to 


sending each other explicit mes¬ 
sages and regular phone calls. 

Levens claimed letters detailing 
illicit encounters in the prison 
were “stories and fantasies”. 

Judge Moss gave Levens a re¬ 
duction in the initial two-year sen¬ 
tence he considered on the 
grounds she had suffered distress 
prior to the relationship owing to 
her involvement in a trial against 
guards at Downview Prison, 
where she used to work. 

But he dismissed calls for her 
sentence to be suspended on the 
grounds it would send the mes¬ 
sage that officers would not be li¬ 
able to be jailed for helping 
prisoners. 

Levens had previously admitted 
a charge of misconduct in public 
office.

Lidl buys site 
of former pub 


Budget supermarket chain Lidl 
has bought a defunct pub after 
KFC gave up on plans to turn the 
premise into a fast-food restau¬ 
rant and takeaway. 

Last year, KFC withdrew two 
planning applications to convert 
the Organ and Dragon, which 
was an English pub and Thai 
restaurant, in London Road, 
Ewell, into a branch of the 
chicken chain - to the delight of 
residents who had voiced fierce 
opposition. 

Councillors had rejected both 
applications because of con¬ 
cerns to do with highway safety 
as the boarded-up building is 
situated on a busy junction. 

The Government’s planning in¬ 
spectorate upheld their decision 
on the first application, agreeing 
that it would adversely impact 
on the highway’s safety and effi¬ 
ciency. 

A second rejection by Epsom 
Council’s planning committee 
was not appealed by KFC. 

A Lidl spokeswoman said: “I 
can confirm we have purchased 
this site as part of our expansion 
plan for London and South East 
England. 

“The view is to redevelop the 
site. However as we are in the 
very early stages, we are unable

to confirm what these plans will 
entail.” 

Elaine Jury, of Elmwood Drive, 
in Ewell, who led the campaign 
against KFC, which included a 
1,000-signature petition to the 
council, said it was too early to 
make any assessments of a 
potential Lidl at the site because 
she had not seen a planning 
application. 

But she added: “I am surprised 
at this considering KFC was 
purely turned down because of 
traffic concerns and that issue 
won’t be any better with this.” 

Councillor Clive Woodbridge 
said: "I was a little bit surprised 
given the fact that the Plannning 
Inspectorate rejected KFC so 
firmly on highway safety grounds 
that Lidl thinks it's a suitable site 
for a supermarket.

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Flamenco soul lived 
on after death claim

A brilliant flamenco dancer who 
worked with Diaghilev and Picas¬ 
so and reportedly died in Spain, 
was actually incarcerated in an 
asylum in Epsom from 1919. 

Nearly a century later, a Spanish 
musician wants to create a memo¬ 
rial to Felix el Loco, or Felix the 
Mad, who died at Long Grove Hos¬ 
pital in the Epsom hospital cluster. 

Antonio Hernandez, who has re¬ 
searched the dancer’s tragic life 
for a decade, said he believes his 
unmarked grave is in an offshoot 
of Horton Cemetery near the for¬ 
mer psychiatric hospital. 

Felix Garcia, from Seville, collab¬ 
orated with Russian impresario 
Sergei Diaghilev and artist Pablo 
Picasso on an avant-garde ballet, 
the Three-Cornered Hat, which 
premiered in London in 1919. 

It is believed that Felix lost his 
mind when he discovered from 
posters that he would no longer be 
dancing the lead role and he fled to 
St Martin-in-the-Fields in Trafal¬ 
gar Square. 

He was reportedly found danc¬ 
ing naked on the altar at night and 
arrested. Felix had schizophrenia 
diagnosed and was committed to 
Long Grove Hospital where he 
died two decades later in 1941.

His life story was the subject of 
an opera, El Loco, performed by 
the Spanish Ballet Nacional in 
2004. 

Mr Hernandez said: “Diaghilev 
declared Felix dead in Spain but 
the truth is that Felix was ‘impris¬ 
oned’ in a mental hospital with no 
chances of coming back to Spain.” 

Mr Hernandez, who teaches 
music in south-east Spain, has 
been on many research trips to 
Surrey and has been to the place 
where Felix was buried. 

He said: “At that time the Long 
Grove Hospital was partially 


demolished and a new residential 
project was under construction. I 
marked the site on my map. 

“I would like to promote and 
sponsor a memorial stone on the 
site where Felix was buried.” 

Mr Hernandez also wants to 
make contact with anyone who 
knows about Felix’s life and the 
conditions at Long Grove Hospital 
at the time. 

Violin prodigy Josef Hassid, no¬ 
torious criminal twin Ronnie Kray 
and Titanic survivor George Pel¬ 
ham were also once patients at 
Long Grove Hospital, which closed 
in 1992. Both Hassid and Pelham 
died there. 

David Brooks, museum assistant 
at Bourne Hall in Ewell, said: 
“There are many unanswered 
questions to his story. Was he real¬ 
ly insane or was that what people 
were led to believe? Why did 
Diaghilev declare him dead in 
Spain?” 

The Epsom Guardian is running 
a campaign to get dignity for the 
thousands of people who died in 
the hospital cluster and he in un¬ 
marked graves in the abandoned 
Horton Cemetery where human 
remains surfaced in 2012.

The Justice Secretary has thrown 
his support behind a innovative 
charity that befriends struggling 
young families and lays 
“foundations” for the future. 

Epsom and Ewell MP Chris 
Grayling, who has chosen Home- 
Start Epsom, Ewell and Banstead 
as his charity for 2014, met fami¬ 
lies and volunteers on Friday, 
January 31. 

At the charity in Great Tatten- 
hams, Epsom, Mr Grayling said 
disengagement from society can 
mean people struggle through 
life, run into problems or develop 
addictions. 

He said: “The vast majority of 
people who end up in the 
criminal justice system come 
from very difficult, unstable 
backgrounds. 

“Most of the people in our pris¬ 
ons have dropped out of school, 
have had chaotic family lives and 
actually do not themselves have 
the knowledge to turn their lives 
around. 

“By working with families 
going through difficulties early 
in life, you can lay better 
foundations for the future. 

“If you can help families when 
kids are very young then you lay 
better foundations for them when 
they get older.” 

At the charity, parents volun¬ 
teer to help out other parents 
going through hard times and 
visit them at home. It also organ¬ 
ises group trips to the beach, 
farm, park and other attractions. 

Mr Grayling said he found out 
about the charity and accompa¬ 
nied a volunteer on a family visit 
soon after he was first elected as 
MP for Epsom and Ewell in 2001. 

He said: “I think it does really 
good work. I think the concept 
of befriending families going 
through challenging times is a 
really good one. 

“Small charities, like this, 
always struggle to get attention 


and support. Hopefully, by work¬ 
ing with them for the next 12 
months I can help them a bit on 
that.” 

One of the volunteers, Mary, 
said she has grown very close to 
her families including a boy with 
ADHD and a family currently 
stuck in bedand breakfast 
accommodation in Crawley. 

She said: “There is not enough 
social housing in the borough. 
The mother is born and bred in 
Epsom, she’s desperately trying 
to get back.” 

On day trips to the beach, she 
said many of the children get to 
see the sea for the first time. She 
said: “It is very rewarding. It’s 
nice for mums to get together and 
make friends with other mums 
who have got similar problems.” 

Back in the 1970s, the national 
founder of Home-Start, Margaret 
Harrison, came up with the idea 
of the charity while volunteering 
with the children’s department in 
Leicester. 

Today the network includes 


more than 314 local Home-Starts 
across the UK and with British 
forces in Germany and Cyprus. 

During 2012-13 Home-Start 
Epsom, Ewell and Banstead had 
83 volunteers assisting 102 
families with 239 children. 

Epsom trustee Edda Harvey 
said: “The original thought be¬ 
hind Home-Start was a very, very 
simple concept that local parents 
help local people who are in need 
of a friend. Isolation is one of the 
greatest problems our families 
have.” 

A single mum, originally from 
Rwanda but now living in Epsom, 
said she has received a huge 
amount of support from Home- 
Start. She said: “It has helped me 
ever since I had my first child 
until now. They have been so 
helpful, they are very support¬ 
ive.”

• Angela, from Epsom, said 
she has suffered from 
headaches and dizziness 
since the birth of her daugh¬ 
ter two years ago.

Without 
them I would not feel confi¬ 
dent enough to go out. It’s a 
blessing.”

“I really want to support 
these guys because they have 
done a lot for me. And later 
on maybe I will do the same 
when I get well enough.

Joan said: “They are very 
good to me, I have a good 
time. I’m like a surrogate 
granny.” 

• Jennifer, a single mum with

She said: “They have helped 
me so much I can’t really 
thank them enough. They 
have always been there when 
I needed them.

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Church debates new 
honours for war dead

A memorial to war dead is set be 
erected in time for Remembrance 
Sunday at a church that removed 
its rolls of honour decades ago. 

At a public meeting on Monday 
night, the church announced that 
the unveiling of a newly-created 
memorial would coincide with an 
exhibition on the impact of the 
World War I in November. 

The idea was sparked following 
calls for the church to reinstate 
its rolls of honour, which were 
sent to Surrey History Centre in 
Woking during the 1990s. 

The Rev Michael Preston, the 
long-time vicar of St Barnabas 
who is retiring this month, said: 
“Hopefully, as we are unveiling 
the memorial around Remem¬ 
brance Sunday at the same time 
there will be an exhibition on the 
effects of the world war. 

“The local school is very inter¬ 
ested in connecting with the exhi¬ 
bition and looking at its own 
history.” 

He announced that the 
parochial church council (PCC) 
has set up a working group 
to look at different types of possi¬ 
ble memorials and collect 
information for the exhibition.

Among other options, the 
church council had discussed 
creating a plaque with all the 
names, a general plaque accom¬ 
panied by list of names and a 
book of remembrance. 

But Clive Gilbert, a volunteer 
researcher at Epsom and Ewell 
Local and Family History Centre, 
who first raised the issue, said he 
wanted copies of the original 
scrolls brought back. 

He said an artwork restorer 
should clean the scrolls, from 
which high quality copies could 
be made for display in the church. 

In response, the vicar said: “It’s 
an open book at the moment. The 
PCC at this stage is waiting for 
more information.” 

The church will then apply for 
permission from the diocese and 


seek funding from the National 
Lottery’s heritage fund, county 
council and elsewhere. 

In response to a suggestion by 
British Legion member Jim Mar¬ 
tin that plastic copies could be 
temporarily put up, Mr Preston 
said: “If this memorial had not 
been put in Surrey History Cen¬ 
tre and was still at the back of the 
church, none of us would be here 
and you would not know the 
names on it. It has been a happy 
circumstance.” 

Helen Lawrence, 81, from Wa- 
tersedge, West Ewell, who was at 
the meeting, is the granddaugh¬ 
ter of Sergeant William John 
Maynard who is named on the 
roll of honour dedicated to dead 
from the Great War. 

She said: “As long as he’s re¬ 
membered and all the rest of 
them. All the time I’m alive I will 
remember but when I’m gone?” 

Ex-serviceman Michael Tucker, 
79, wrote to the Epsom Guardian 
from Australia last week urging 
the church to re-instate the rolls 
of honour. 

He said “My father explained to 
me the significance of that 
framed roll of honour, and how 
he had lost so many friends who 
fought and died for their country 
during the Great War.”

This new and fast-growing 
sport is played by kicking 
footballs into super-sized 20in 
“hole cups” dug on golf 
courses. 

Footgolf only arrived on 
these shores in late 2012, but 
newly-won devotees believe 
its popularity means it will be 
coming to a golf course near 
you in the near future. 

Within just a year and a 
half more than 30 courses 
have started-up in the UK and 
the sport has now spread to 
more than 20 countries. 

Mike O’Connor, president of 
the UK FootGolf Association, 
says: “The interest from play¬ 
ers all over the UK has gener¬ 
ated a huge demand which 
we are struggling to keep 
pace with, making it a perfect 
time to start offering the 
sport.” 

The UK FootGolf Associa¬ 
tion will gain national gov¬ 
erning body status this year 
and, with many golf courses 
suffering from falling 
memberships, O’Connor says:
